ANNUAL REPORT

SIR: I have the honor to submit the annual report for the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1897, 

From tables ‘appended it appears that during the past fiscal year the 
total arrivals in this country aggregated 230,832 immigrants, of whom 
228,952 were landed and 1,880 were debarred and deported at the 
expense of the various steamship lines by which they came. Of those 
deported 328 were under contract to perform labor in the United States, 
made prior to their arrival, and 1,289 were returned as belonging to the 
classes of aliens prohibited from admission under the act approved 
March 3, 1891. 

In addition to the above debarred immigrants, there were returned 
during the same period to the countries whence they came 263 who had 
become public charges within one year after their arrival in the United 
States. Of this number such as had become paupers from causes exist- 
ing prior to their arrival were returned at the expense of the steamship 
lines which had brought them; the others at the expense of the immi- 
grant fund. 

Immigrants numbering 1,424, who fell into temporary distress from 
causes arising within one year after landing, by reason of sickness, 
accident, or misfortune, and became public charges, were relieved and 
their maintenance and hospital expenses paid out of the immigration 
fand after their cases were reported to the Bureau, accompanied in 
each case by a certificate from a United States Marine-Hospital sur- 
geon or a reputable practicing physician showing the genuineness of 
the cause of distress, and by an identification of the alien, giving the 
date of his arrival, etc., verified by the records kept at the port at 
which he arrived in the country, as provided by rules 7 and 8 of Treas- 
ury Circular No. 177, dated November, 1895, relating to the maintenance 
and deportation of immigrants. 

This relief is made possible by reason of the humane provision of 
section 1 of the act of Congress approved August 3, 1882, which appro- 
priates the proceeds of the head tax, among other purposes, to the relief 
of such immigrants as are in distress. 

Complaints have found their way into the reports of public and pri- 
vate charitable institutions and thence into the public press as to the 
number of foreign-born inmates in these hospitals. In every commu- 
nity the residents are supposed to have a home to shelter them and 
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friends and relations to nurse them when in distress from disease, acci- 
dent, or misfortune. In exceptional cases only do they become inmates 
of almshouses or charitable hospitals. The foreigner, on the other 
hand, has no other resort in such an emergency; yet very few immi- 
grants who have landed within one year will be found in any of these 
institutions in comparison with the number of resident patients, and 
none, indeed, whose expenses for lodgment, food, nursing, and medi- 
cine would not be promptly paid from the “immigrant fund” if reported 
to the Bureau. 

The immigrants landed appeared, as a rule, to be well developed, 
hardy, and industrious. They belonged principally to the class of 
unskilled workingmen. Many, however, were skilled laborers in par- 
ticular trades, and some were professional men. 


MONEY BROUGHT BY IMMIGRANTS. 


The amount of money brought into the country can not be accurately 
given; in fact, our statistics in this regard do not pretend to ascertain 
it. By the act of Mareh 3, 1893, it was determined that if an immi- 
grant could exhibit $30 in money it would be sufficient for practical 
purposes, and if he possessed more he should not be required to disclose 
it. An immigrant is, therefore, only asked to exhibit $30 or less. The 
fact disclosed by the table on this subject is that the immigrants during 
this fiscal year brought with them and exhibited $3,541,241. How much 
more these immigrants brought can not be stated. 

From experience it can be safely estimated that the money brought 
into this country by these immigrants is very much greater than the 
figures herein given. 


DECREASE IN IMMIGRATION. 


The total immigration of the last fiscal year is the smallest in any 
fiscal year since 1879, during which year 177,826 landed on our shores. 
The number arrived for the last fiscal year is 112,435 less than the 
arrivals for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1896. 

I give herewith a table showing the volume of immigration for each 
year of the decade 1884-1893, as follows:

Laws restricting immigration are of comparatively recent dates. 

In July, 1864, Congress passed “An act to encourage immigration,” 
and one of its provisions permitted the immigrant to make contracts for 
labor to be performed here to defray the expenses of his transportation. 
In 1868, this law was repealed, but no restrictive law was enacted to 
take its place. Immigrants then began to come in such vast numbers 
that Congress intervened in 1882 and passed a mildly restrictive meas- 
ure. In 1885, 1887, and 1888 Congress passed the acts known as the 
‘alien contract labor laws,” but no serious obstacle was presented to 
the indiscriminate influx of immigrants until the passage of the acts of 
1891 and 1893 and the establishment of immigrant stations under Fed- 
eral supervision at the several principal ports, each with a corps of men 
charged solely with the execution of these laws. 

We have seen that the average annual immigration for the decade 
preceding 1894 was 472,063. 
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Let us take the immigration for the last four years:

This shows a decrease in the annual average of nearly 200,000, for 
which credit, in large part, must be given to restrictive legislation and 
to the efficiency of the immigration service in its execution. 

The migratory disposition of European peasantry toward this coun- 
try is restrained by the unsuccessful attempt of so many of the pro- 
hibited classes to gain admission. This is especially noticeable in the 
marked decrease of immigrants from Russia and Austria. This 
decrease in immigration. has been attributed to the unpropitious condi- 
tions of trade and business during the last few years. No doubt this 
has had its influence. With the present laws energetically enforced, 
however, I do not apprehend that immigration will ever reach the vol- 
ume of past years, notwithstanding the most prosperous conditions in 
our country. | 

There are other causes which have contributed to the decreased 
immigration to the United States. Canada and the South American 
Republics are offering substantial inducements to immigrants, such as 
bounties and land grants. Large numbers of immigrants are leaving 
the ports of Genoa and Marseilles for Brazil and the Argentine Repub- 
lic, where they immediately become producers of the staples which 
come in direct competition with ours. 

It is not to be assumed that all of the 228,952 immigrants who arrived 
and were admitted became residents of the United States. From this 
number are to be deducted those who came and returned. Congress has 
been requested to pass a law requiring that the number of returning 
alien steerage passengers shall be furnished by the transportation com- 
panies. In the meantime the transatlantic companies sailing from the 
port of New York have kindly supplied to the Bureau, from their private 
files, the number of steerage passengers that have sailed from that port, 
amounting to 129,872 for this fiscal year. Comparing this with the 
report for last year, it would appear that a larger proportion of those 
coming this year became settlers. About one-half only of those who 
come remain in the country and become permanent residents. Some 
aliens come and go so often that old officials at the immigrant stations 
recognize them. They are each year listed as new arrivals. These 
immigrants are not considered desirable. They do not assimilate with 
our people, pay no taxes or assessments, and contribute nothing to the 
common weal; but after taking advantage of the high wages paid here 
for labor, carry their earnings with them to spend in a foreign country. 


IMMIGRANTS COMING TO RELATIONS. 


Deducting from the total number of arrivals those who came to join 
families and those who had been here before, there remain 88,666, 
This figure actually represents those who came, preferring, apparently, 
to seek their fortunes in the United States instead of going elsewhere. 
But even many of these came to join friends and distant relatives. 
Thus it appears that the causes which formerly led to greater immi- 
gration from Europe to the United States are disappearing. The 
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preference of immigrants is now for other less-improved countries, which 
offer substantial inducements and unrestricted welcome to all comers, 

Much information on the subject of Italian immigration is contained 
in the report of the Commissioner-General’s mission to the Italian Gov- 
ernment, as transinitted to Congress by the Secretary of the Treasury 
on the 3d day of December, 1896 (Senate Ex. Doc. No.9), by which it 
will appear that an understanding was arrived at mutually satisfactory. 
The Italian Government undertook, as far as possible, to restrain its 
subjects who came within the prohibited classes from migrating to this 
country. The Marquis di Rudini, premier, issued a proclamation 
informing Italians of our immigration laws and warning those who were 
not qualified to enter not to embark. This action was too late to 
become felt in this year’s arrivals, but it is confidently expected that 
the effect of this proclamation will greatly decrease Italian immigration 
during the next fiscal year. 


ILLITERACY, 


Under the present laws ability to read and write is not essential to 
the admission of the immigrant, and the question of illiteracy has only 
been taken up for statistical purposes. 

The educational attainments of the immigrants who came during 
this fiscal year show a marked improvement over those who came in 
1895-96; for instance, the percentage of illiteracy was in those who 
came from—

The ability of the peasants of most of the nationalities of Europe to 
read and write is far in excess of the educational qualifications of the 
inhabitants of our own country as reported by the last census, and, 
considering that this enumeration is confined to the poorer classes who 
come in the steerage, while the census reports include all classes of our 
people, it is very much to our disparagement. 


JAPANESE IMMIGRATION. 


One thousand five hundred and twenty-six Japanese reached our 
shores during the fiscal year, as compared with 1,110 arrivals for the 
previous year, an increase of 416. These immigrants were intelligent, 
thrifty, possessed of small sums of money, and most of them desired to 
engage in agricultural pursuits. 


IMMIGRATION THROUGH CANADA. 


The number of European and Asiatic immigrants destined for the 
United States entering the ports of Canada and British Columbia was 
as follows:

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This shows an increase of 1,725 over the arrivals by the same routes 
during the preceding year.

The agreement and supplemental agreement with certain steamship 
and railway transportation companies in the Dominion of Canada have 
been observed, and our officials stationed at the above-named ports 
have inspected all immigrants landing destined for the United States. 
Such inspection upon the arrival at the docks, with the aid of the ship’s 
manifest of passengers, is more effective and less expensive than an 
attempt to guard against immigrants subsequently entering points on 
our frontier. The officers composing this corps are efficient and atten- 
tive to their duties, and it is reasonably certain that but for their 
presence and careful inspection immigrants would seek this mode of 
entering the United States in greater numbers to evade inspection at 
our own ports. 


IMMIGRATION FROM CANADA AND MEXICO. 


Immigrants being citizens of and coming from foreign contiguous 
territory are inspected as are other aliens. They are expressly exempted 
from payment of the head tax, however, and therefore derive no benefits 
from. the immigrant fund. No statistics have been prepared showing 
the number of these who come and go, but from observation it is known 
that along our northern frontier and the eastern or maritime provinces 
of the Dominion of Canada large numbers arrive and depart. These 
people are thrifty, industrious, and belong to all trades and occupa- 
tions, and are both skilled and unskilled laborers, They find temporary 
employment, ranging from six months to a few days, and even make 
daily trips to and fro. 

Urgent protests from our trades-unions, labor societies, and individual 
workingmen against the employment of these transitory aliens have 
been sent to the Bureau and to Congress, and much irritation has been 
engendered between the citizens of Canada and the United States. 
Canadians threaten to enact laws preventing residents of the United 
States from engaging in business or finding employment there should 
laws excluding Canadians from seeking employment here be enacted. 
The legislative bodies of both countries have had the subject under con- 
sideration, but no final action has been taken by either. The same 
condition exists in a much less degree along the Mexican border. 


IMPORTATION AND DEPORTATION OF PROSTITUTES. 


Section 3 of the act approved March 3, 1875, relating to immigration, 
makes it a felony punishable with both fine and imprisonment to import 
any woman into the United States for the purposes of prostitution. 

The Bureau has caused the prosecution of every case of this character 
presented for its consideration, and all those tried have resulted in con- 
victions. Most of these cases have been reported from the States bor- 
dering on the Pacific, in which Chinese or Japanese were prosecuted, 
and some cases in Chicago and New York. 

Section 5 of this act provides for the deportation of alien prostitutes 
who come into the United States. Several cases of this kind were 
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reported and warrants for deportation were immediately issued. 
Recently a circular was promulgated calling attention to this law and 
directing that it be executed by refusing admission to persons coming 
within its terms and by promptly deporting those who had been 
admitted in violation of law. | 


ENFORCEMENT OF ALIEN CONTRACT LABOR LAWS. 


The duties of immigrant inspectors specially assigned to the execu- 
tion of the alien contract labor laws are to investigate all complaints of 
alleged violations, and, in cases in which the evidence appears to war- 
rant prosecution of the alleged importers of alien labor under contract, 
or deportation of the alleged contract laborers, they are directed to 
make special reports to this Bureau for its consideration and action. 
When occasion requires they are ordered to places where labor strikes, 
growing out of the employment of foreign workmen, are pending, for 
the purpose of investigation and report, and are instructed to place 
themselves in touch with the organizations of labor throughout the 
United States as a means of securing information of infractions. of 
the law. ,

The importation of contract laborers having decreased, complaints by 
labor organizations of infractions of the laws having become less fre- 
quent, and immigration being much reduced, the services of inspectors 
at the following stations were discontinued: Erie, Pa.; Olympia, Wash. ; 
Frankfort, Ky.; Kansas City, Mo. 

The padrone system has received a serious check. This system was 
so closely allied to the importation of immigrants under contract that 
the decrease in the one was followed by a decline in the other. How- 
- ever, it is feared that a relaxation in inspection would be attended with 
an increase in both conditions, and special pains should be taken to free 
the Armenians and Syrians and lower classes of Italians from the bale- 
ful influences of padrones, who exact the most servile obedience from 
those whom they succeed in clandestinely landing within our country 
to serve them as peddlers, mendicants, fruit sellers, street musicians, 
and in other occupations. 


ELLIS ISLAND. 


Not until the 13th of June, 1897, it may be said, was the immigrant 
station on Ellis Island completed. It was first occupied in January, 
1891, and by constant additions and improvements became the largest 
and best equipped immigrant station in the world. Its total cost 
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approximated $750,000. All outstanding contracts for improvement 
were finished. The last work completed was that of laying the cables 
to New York for telegraph and telephone communication by way of 
Governor’s Island, and the disinfection plant for the washing of immi- 
grants and fumigation of their clothing. The buildings were all con- 
structed of inflammable material. 

On the 14th day of June, shortly after midnight, the station was dis- 
covered to be on fire, and in one hour’s time scarcely a vestige was left 
of these pine buildings. The breaking out of the fire was promptly dis- 
covered, but all efforts to extinguish it were unavailing. The cause 
of the fire is involved in mystery which a careful investigation has 
failed to solve. Quite a number of immigrants were on the island at 
the time, many of them in the hospital, others in the dermitory. Owing 
to the efficiency of the medical staff under Dr. White, United States 
Marine- Hospital surgeon, and the excellent discipline of the night force, 
not a life was lost; all were conveyed safely to New York City by 
the ferryboat. The sick were at once sent for by the superintendent 
of Bellevue Hospital, and received proper care before sunrise that 
morning. 

The barge office was immediately utilized for the reception of immi- 
grants. The agents of the various steamship lines tendered the use of 
their piers for the inspection of immigrants and rendered all the assist- 
ance in their power. Several steamers with large numbers of steerage 
passengers arrived on that day, but on that and succeeding days all 
were handled with the same scrutinizing care employed on the island. 
The customs officials at the barge office having vacated the annex, it 
was immediately set apart for the use of the steerage passengers. This 
was not deemed sufficient, and two large houses on State street, fronting 
the Battery, were leased at a rental of $12,000 per annum, to be fitted 
up for detention apartments, hospital, and other purposes. At the 
close of the fiscal year everything possible had been done to make the 
temporary quarters at the barge office and the rented buildings suitable 
' for the conduct of business and comfortable for those obliged to use 
them until the restoration of the new station on the island. During 
this emergency the entire force worked with zeal and a desire to excel 
. In promoting the public service. Especial praise is due to Commis- 
sioner J. H. Senner for speedily systematizing the new work and restor- 
ing order in the midst of confusion, and to Assistant Commissioner 
McSweeney for his untiring energy and success in inaugurating inspec- 
tion on the piers. 

REDUCTION OF EMPLOYEES. 


The inspection of immigrants at the Barge Office in 1891 was more 
economical than the previous administration at Castle Garden. When, 
in 1892, the station was removed to Ellis Island the number of officials 
was necessarily considerably increased, and a steam-ferry service was 
established at a cost of $28,473 per annum. Upon the passage of the 
act of 1893 the labor attending the inspection of immigrants was very 
much greater, and some additions were made to the force. A statistical 
division was also established which required additional clerks. Upon 
the destruction of this station and the return to the Barge Office on the 
14th day of June the services of a number of employees were no longer 
required, and a reduction took place in the number of engineers, fire- 
men, gatemen, watchmen, laborers, charwomen, etc. The contract for 
the steam-ferry service was rescinded, and a great saving was made in 
the consumption of coal for the electric- light and heating plant.

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The preceding table of the receipts and expenditures on account of 
the immigrant fund at the close of the fiscal year shows the receipts 
for the year to have been $317,170.31, and the expenditures $359,327.83, 
leaving a deficit of $42,157.52. The general balance on hand at the close 
of the fiscal year 1896 was $276,193.42; deficit for 1897, $42,157.52; 
balance on hand to credit of fund, $234,035.90. 

It will be observed that, notwithstanding the fact that immigration 
was the smallest since 1879, the moneys received from the head tax, 
which is paid directly by the various transportation lines bringing immi- 
grants to this country, have been more than sufficient to pay the cost 
of administering the laws regulating immigration, including salaries of 
employees, relief to distressed immigrants, and maintenance of build- 
ings. The cost of erecting new buildings and improvements on Ellis 
Island, including the enlargement thereof, was $56,442.12, while the 
deficit is $42,157.52. 

Considering the decrease in immigration of 112,435, representing a 
decrease in receipts of a8 many dollars, and the expenditures in enlarg- 
ing Ellis Island and erecting extensive new buildings and improve- 
ments thereon, the showing is a favorable one.

The addition of 2.79 acres to the area of Ellis Island was the most 
valuable improvement made, and cost only $19,882. It will afford 
enlarged space on which to construct the new buildings. I recommend 
afurther enlargement of this valuable island, which can be done at 
reasonable cost, for the better accommodation of the volume of busi- 
ness transacted there and the comfort and convenience of the immi- 
grants and officials. 

A careful management of the appropriation of $100,000 “for the 
enforcement of the alien contract labor laws and to prevent the immi- 
gration of convicts, lunatics, idiots, and persons liable to become a pub- 
lic charge, from foreign contiguous territory,” has enabled the Bureau 
to keep within the same, notwithstanding the vast territory to be cov- 
ered by inspectors. The expenditures on this account amounted to 
$95,166.17, made up of salaries and traveling expenses of inspectors 
and the expense of deportation of those who were found to be in this 
country in violation of law. There is an unexpended balance of 
$4,833.83. 
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‘The commissioners at the various ports have performed their duties 
with an ability and faithfulness which merit approval, and this can be 
said of all the inspectors, interpreters, clerks, and other immigration 
officials, with few exceptions. 


TRANSPORTATION LINES. 


The various transportation lines have continued to aid our officers in 
the execution of the law, and nothing worthy of mention has occurred 
recently to interrupt the pleasant relations which should exist between 
the Government officials and those engaged in transporting immigrants, 
thereby insuring a prompt dispatch of public business and promotion 
of the private interests involved. A cheerful compliance with the law 
on the one hand, and a faithful administration thereof with a desire to 
facilitate the commercial welfare of our country on the other, tend to 
relieve many annoying features, and many unnecessary conflicts are 
happily avoided. 


HOSPITAL. 


By the report in detail, hereto appended, of Surgeon White, of the 
United States Marine- Hospital Service, in charge of the hospital at 
Ellis Island, it will be seen with what care our country is protected 
against the importation of the insane, those suffering from loathsome 
or contagious diseases, and all those who, from injuries received, physical 
defects, or other causes, are likely to become public charges. Those 
suffering from venereal diseases and, as far as possible, all immoral or 
pregnant women are also refused a landin g in the United States. 

The hospital was in a very satisfactory condition before its destruc- 
tion, and Surgeon White and his efficient corps of assistants are entitled 
to much credit for the humane manner in which the wants of the sick 
and helpless have been attended to. 


SEPARATION OF IMMIGRATION FROM CUSTOMS SERVIOE. 


It seems proper, in concluding my report, to suggest the importance 
of maintaining the immigration service separate and distinct from the 
customs administration. Experience shows that officials charged with 
the simultaneous execution of widely different duties neglect some of 
them, either from necessity or the lack of interest arising from divided 
responsibility. The fund used in defraying the expenses of regulating 
immigration is made up of the head tax collected from the immigrants, 
and constitutes no burden upon the citizens of this country. It would 
seem, therefore, a matter of justice tothe immigrant, not less than of 
sound public expediency, that the officers who are thus paid should 
devote their best energies and their undivided time and attention to the 
administration of our immigration laws.

I had hoped to report, in line with the last report of my predecessor, a continua- 
tion of the gradual and steady improvement in the hospital buildings and the carry- 
ing out of the plan wished for by Surgeon Wheeler, which was actually accomplished, 
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but, all being destroyed, it can only be hoped that the new building, when erected, 
shall be in every way adequate to the work, and contain more ward space and better 
adjuncts in every way than the old ones. 

In this connection I wish to express my very high appreciation of the thorough 
performance of duty by all of the staff of this department, and most particularly of 
duty gallantly performed on the night of the fire, in utter abandonment of sel f- 
interest to the purpose of saving the ‘patients from death.
